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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -1 5 are pending in the application. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The Examiner has considered the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) 
received on 1 1/1/04 and the initialed copy (one page) of the IDS is attached with this 
correspondence. 

Drawings 

4. Figures 1-4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It has been claimed in claims 1 and 14-16 that the selecting method and 
apparatus "selects the one of the set5s of carrier signals that would, when used to form 
the multi-carrier signal, result in the multi carrier output having the lowest amplitude," 
however, the disclosed subject matter with respect to figure 7, which describes the 
instant invention best, discloses that the (see page 13, paragraph [0064], for example) 
"-if the PAR does exceed the threshold then the decision unit randomly changes the 
phase stored at the 1 1 and 12 and pass the new phases to the modulators for use by 
then modulating the current burst (claimed multi-carrier signal). It reads from the 
disclosure that the phase is used to optimize the modulation rather than the selection of 
multicarrier with minimum amplitude. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patent publication number 2003/0202460 issued to Jung 
discloses a multicarrier transmission system having phase determining unit for 
minimizing PAPR . 

11. IEEE publications: "Reduced Complexity PTS and New Phase Sequences for 
SLM to reduce PAP of an OFDM signal" to Jayalath et al,; "A Comparison of Peak 
Power Reduction Schemes for OFDM" to Stefan et al,; and "Distortion Reduction of 
Peak Power without Explicit Side Information," to Marco et al. respectively disclose a 
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system for transmission an OFDM signal having means for minimizing peak average 
ratio of the multi-carrier signal.
